Striking a bar about tluee miles, 


south of Eldora in a heavy sea eaily 
Satmday morning, the four-masted 
schooner Margaret, bound from Ha- 
vana to Jacksonville in ballast, stuck 
so fast ?! e has been gradually break- 
ing to pieces since that time. 


The crew is said to have abandoned 


the schooner when she went ashore 
and afterward made their way back 
to Jacksonville. 


A isvenue cutter appeared on the 


scene soon after the schooner struck 
the bar and stood by the boat for 
several days, watching as fhe was 
u iloaded and salvaged. The govern- 
ment boat is said to have made no 
attempt to board the vessel or inter- 
fere with the work of salvaging. 


The boat is said to have been in 


service for some time carrying coal 
between Jacksonville and Havana, 
and jt_is sa.id she was on the way 
back to Jacksonville for another load 
of coal when she stiuck the bar. 
It 


is believed" the vessel was following 
the shore line so1 close her course 
was lost in the heavy sea< The cap- 
tain and crew of 12 men are said to 
have lowered life boats 3hd reached 
shoie in safety as soon as the vessel 
struck.

as low as 51.25 per box- 
Receipts 


from Florida nest week ^ill be some- 
what lighter than they were during 
the past week, but there are due from 
Porto Rico 13,000 boxes as compared 
with 10,500 boxes last week. There 
bhould be a little better demand, but 
ordinary fruit is not apt to show 
much change in prices. 


"The tangerine market as a gen- 


eral thing is even highei than it was 
a week ago and the demand was, ex- 
ceedingly active thioughout the week. 
Prices ranged from $4 to $5.60 per 
box with some real fancy tangerines 
reaching $6.50 per box, while or- 
dinary fruit got down as low as 
SI. 25 pei box."
